LEAVES SLYLY AT MIDNIGHT. 


TROLLEY PARTIES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—In the senate 


today Mr. Morgan of the committee on 
foreign relations reported resolutions de- 
laring that the war in Cuba had reached 
,hat magnitude that concerna all civilized 
lations, to the extent that it should be 
onducted on those principles and laws of 


warfare that are acknowledged to be 
obligatory upon civilized nations when 
mgaged in open hostilities. 
If the president concurs in this repre- 


sentation of the views of congress he will 
hi a friendly spirit use the good. Offices of 
his government and Spain shall be re- 
quested to accord to the armies with 


•hich it is engaged in war the rights ol 


belligerents the same as are recognized 
under the laws of nations. These resolu- 
lions were accompanied by a comprehen- 
sive report. 


Among other things the report ex- 


presses the sympathy of Congress with 
the Cabana in t'heir effort for self-govern- 
ment. It says congress would welcome 
the concession by Spain of complete sov- 
ereignty to the Cubans and cites the fact 
,hat Cabals universally regarded as a part 
of the continental system, of America; 
,hat the island is closely identified with 
;he political and commercial welfare of 
the people of the United States and that 
congress cannot be indifferent to the fact 
that civil war is raging in the island. 


The fact is also mentioned that the war 


is causing serious harm to the rights and 
interests of the United States citizens in 
Cuba and to "our lawful commerce." 


The committee emphasizes the fact that 


the United States in various struggles 
between Cuba and Spain has always ob- 
served in perfect faith all of its duties 
towards the belligerents, although the 
difficult task was performed with vigor, 
impartiality and justice, in hope that 
Spain would so ameliorate the condition 
of the Cuban people as to give them 
peace, contentment and prosperity. 


The committee says this result has no* 


been accomplished. It is neither just to 
the relations that exist between Cuba and 
the United States, nor is it in keeping 
with the spirit of the age or rights of hu- 
manity that this struggle should be pro- 
tracted until one party or the other should 
become exhausted in its resources of men 
and money, thereby weakening both until 
they may fall a prey to some stronger 
power, or until the stress of human sym- 
pathy or the resentments engendered by 
long and bloody conflict should dra *• into 
the strife unruly elements of neighboring 
countries. 


It is due to the situation of affairs in 


Cuba that Spain should recognize the ex- 
istence of a state of war in the island, and 
should voluntarily accord to the armies 
opposed to her authority the rights of 
belligerents under the laws of nations. 


A minority report was submitted by 


Senator Cameron favoring the immediate 
passage of a resolution recognizing the 
belligerency of the insurgents. 


In his report Mr. Cameron cited much 


of the history of late war of the Rebellion 
to show the attitude of the Spanish gov- 
ernment towards the United States at that 
time. When the vote in the committee 
was taken several senators were absent, 
but all voted for the resolutions as drawn 
by Morgan, among them being Senators 
Morgan, Lodge, Gray, Turpie and Frye.

Into it they 
pile themselves and their refreshments 
and launch forth their picnic-on-wheels 
for a wild ride around the city; wild in 
the sense in which a runaway locomotive 
is said to "run wild" when no one knows 
when or where it will bring up. The 
trolley system in Brooklyn is such that a 
car can be switched off onto almost in- 
numerable routes and go gain-anting 
about all over the city in its mad career of 
fun and frolic. • 


The cars are well heated and lighted; 


sometimes brilliantly illuminated with 
fancy lanterns of all conceivable colors 
and shapes. They are often decorated 
elaborately both inside and out, some of 
these decorations being wonderful exhibi- 
tions of grotesque travesties on art. But 
some of them are really beautiful in their 
interior effects, the decorations being ar- 
ranged in harmony with the spirit or in- 
tent of the party. 


These numerous trolley parties have de- 
veloped quite a rivalry in striving for 
original purposes for the ride and for nov- 
elty in carrying out the details of amuse- 
ment for the party. Music is frequently 
taken along and the car becomes some- 
thing like a huge music box let loose upon 
a Buttering public; or,a cage ofwmg birds J 
or a Band of serenaders.

If the Boston & Albany would 'In ilu 


share in connection with the Harlem we 
would be considerably vithln five oiisy 
hours of New York. 


With suitable railroad connections Wil- 


liamstown, its purroundinfrs and tho val- 
'ey extending down past Grpylock could 
be made an cxcodingly popular summer 
resort. Nature has done everything for 
this wonderfully bonutifnl and picturesque 
sect ion of the Berkshire hills. It is un- 
surpassed in the restful beanty and grand- 
eur of its varied scenery and in the health- 
fulness of its climate. 


Williamstown and Lenox are unques- 


tionably the most desirable two inland 
summer resorts of New England, and of 
the two Williamstown with proper rail- 
road connections could be made the most 
profitable for its permanent residents, for 
the reason that it has not been pre-empted 
by the ultra fashionable set which ob- 
tains at the other end of the county. 
What an attraction would be added to 
these two lovely spots and what a value 
would be given to them by connecting 
them direct by way of Pittsfield. 
It may 


never be done by the Honsatonie, or the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford, but 
it would not be an impossibility for an 
independent company to do it. 


The railroad needs of northern Berk- 


shire and the short-sighted policy of tbe 
Boston and Albany in failing to do even 
half justice to its liberal patrons np this 
way may be WllHamstown's opportunity. 


It would be an exceedingly popular and 


we believe a very profitable move for the 
New York Central to send its Harlem up 
here by way of Lebanon Springs,Stephen- 
town, Hancock and Williamstown. This 
idea was much discussed a few years ago, 
and was found to meet with great popu- 
lar approval. Surveys were made and the 
route was found to be entirely feasible and 
to have many advantages. 
For some un- 


known cause, generally supposed to have 
been a matter of personal offense taken 
by some one of the management, the rail- 
road was suddenly switched oO to some- 
where up Petersburg Junction way and 
became lost, at least to Williamstown. 


The road is now 
running 
through 


B'ephentnwn but is not paying. The con- 
struction of not more than twenty-three 
miles would bring it in to North Adams 
via Hancock and South Williamstown, 
through a rich farming scjtion and one of 
the most beautiful that a rail was ever 
laid In. It would find a splendid feeder 
not only in North Adams but in the rare 
region lying above us up Stamford, Reads- 
boro and Wilmington way, rich in attrac- 
tions that have waited long for develop- 
ment. 


Here then are three possible things, out 


of some one or two ol which something 
good is surely coming to northern Berk- 
shire and southern Vermont; improve- 
ment of the Boston and Albany, possible 
but hardly to be hoped for without too 
much unseemly kicking; the construction 
of a road to Pittsfleld via South Williams- 
town and Lanesboro, alao possible and 
not at all improbable on account of the 
urgent need of more and better trains be- 
tween North Adams and Pittsfleld; and 
the Stephentown plan, a very natural and 
valuable one for the Now York Central 
people to take np in making still more 
popular and greatly enlarging its excel- 
lent Harlem service.

Betrothal rings came into use In Europe 


as early as the; ninth century.

British Delejate 
Thinks 
Matters Painted 


Blacker Than Need Be. 


S, Jan. S9.— The editorials In the 


morning papers upon the Armenian Blue 
Book mostly comment on the fact that 
they ouly picture the overture to a lone 
tale of massacre, anil that the careful re- 
port of the delegates has jus tilled every 
denunciation yet published of the sultan. 


The Blue Bonk contains all the oflichil 


dispatches'relutlve to Armenian troubles 
between July 24, 1894, and Oct. 10, 1S!>5, 
and the reports of the consular delegates 
attached to the Sassoun commission. 


The report gives the history of the Ar- 


menian agitation for several yearn and 
records the obstacles thrown In the way 
of the commission by the Turkish dele- 
gates. It also acquits tl e Armenians of 
the charge brought against tbsm of burn- 
lug their own property to incite an out- 
break among their people, adding that 
the facts elicited failed to provo that the 
Armenians were iu revolt, but show that 
the agitator Murad instigated several Ar- 
menian outrages on Kurds. The latter 
then retaliated. 


The delegates are compelled to believe, 


the report says, that all the Armenians 
who fell Into the hands of the soldiers, tho 
Kurds or the Z'intieh's, were either killed 
or wounded, and that with the exception 
of the 11 villagers of Talori not a single 
prisoner was taken. 


The report shows that the nnmbor of 


killed has been grossly exaggerated, but 
admits that owing to the absence of regis- 
tration it is Impossible even approximately 
to fls Ihe number of victims. There is ap- 
pended, however, to the report a tabulated 
list of all the evidence tendered to tho 
commission. 


The six villages mentioned show a total 


of 265 victims, distributed as follows: 
Shenik, 114; Seiniil, 63; Guelleguzan, the 
scene of the story of the great pit, which 
was filled to overflowing with massacred 
Victims, 40; Agpi, 22; Spagank, 10; Talori, 
14. These villages were all burned, aud 


The Inlmbltant. \Vrra Scattered. 


The British delegate, Shipley, in a 


memorandum attached to the joint re- 
port, from the evidence gathered by Con- 
sul Hainpson during Ins tour, estimates 
the total number ot victims in the Sas- 
soun district, including deaths from 
starvation, *it about 900. 
One of tlio 


worst cases of cold-blooded cruelty, Dele- 
Bute Shipley says, was the murder of 
prisoners in the camp at Ghellcguzan, un- 
der a promise of a safe conduct,. But the 
number of those so murdered was only 40 
or nO, and not hundreds, us has beun 
stated. 


Delegate Shipley, while ho admits that 


there \vus violation of women, asserts that 
the alleged wholesale butchery of women 
was not continued. He points out that 
while an agitation subversive of Ottoman 
authority had exit-led among the Arme- 
nians in Turkey aud abroad, and had ex- 
asperated 
the Turkish government, Ib 


roust be admitted that the government 
had failed iu its duty of affording protec- 
tion to all clashes of its subjects. Ho 
complains of the concoction, and suppres- 
sion of evidence before the commission by 
Turkish officials as not calculated to ad- 
vance the interests of the truth. 


Mr. Shipley further declares that the 


Armenians were hunted like Tfild beasts, 
and if the slaughter was not greater it 
was solely owing to the vastuess of the 
mountain ranges, whljh facilitated the 
escape of the Armenians. Ho was con- 
vinced. that the Turks aimed at the com- 
plete extermination of the Armenians in 
the Ghellcguzan and Talori districts. 


The report of the consular delegates 


records that the protests made by the dele- 
gates against the intimidation of wit- 
csebes and the suborning of evidence by 
government agents, and their attempts to 
remedy this state ot things were always 
fruitless, so that the elucidation of the 
truth was very difficult. 


Especially on the question of the viola- 


tion of women did the commission display 
the greatest repugnance at discovering tho 
truth. Only four female witnesses were 
lieord, the commission refusing to hear 
others. For a similar reason the details 
of the Ghelleguzan massacre are still 


Wrapped In Obscurlfy. 


The memorandum of the British dele- 


gate, Shipley, which has been quoted 
above, is a most interesting document, 
and is couched in less severe official form 
than the delegates' report. Consul Hamp- 
SOD. who made a tour of tho villages, puts 
the number of victims at 20 to 60 to a vil- 
lage. Mr. Shipley therefore thinks It fair 
to estimate 40 dead for each ot the 23 vil- 
lages destroyed. 


He was unable to gather any evidence 


as to the truth of the alleged massacre at 
the convent of Snrpmerapa, bat he thinks 
that til such stories were enormously ex- 
aggerated, if not absolutely invented. Hu 
says that the story of the torture of the 
priest Ohannes at Ghelleguzan seems to 
have some foundation, but the alleged 
flaying ot the Armenian Shero by Colonel 
Tewflk is extremely doubtful. 


Without desiring to appear partial to 


the Armenians, Shipley emphasizes tho 
fact that they were exposed to the rapacity 
of government officials and to the exac- 
tions of the Kurds, who would have 
burned their houses and stolen their cattle 
unless they had paid tlieir demands. It is 
easy to understand, Shipley continues, 
that the Armenians could not pay taxes 
and satisfy the Kurds, and as the govern- 
ment did nothing to keep the Kurds In 
order, one cannot be surprised that the 
Armenians were discontented. 


Consul Hampson also attached a report 


of the inadequacy of and the obstacles to 
the distribution of relief. 


Among the official dispatches is one 


from C. M. H. Ward, the British vice con- 
sul at Van, written In November, 1894, 


I which describes a horrible butchery by 


the Kurds of Sassoun, when men wero 
bnrned alive, a Ghellegnzan priest was 
tossed ou bayonets aud 60 girls were 
driven to a church, and the soldiers then 
ordered to dispose of them as they liked 
and then massacre them. Shipley doubts 
this story.

LOSS OFTJEHAWKINS 


Described In Detail by One of the 


lien Aboard of Her. 


Carried Over $80,000 Worth 


of Arms Alone. 


Husband Killed Himsetl, White the Woman's 


Lite Hangs by a' Thread. 


BOSTON, Jan. 29.— John Ponlin, aged 42, 


attempted to murder his wife last night 
at their home In Bdgerly place, and then 
shot himself, dying almost instantly. 
Poulin was Jealous of his wife 
He fired 


four shots at her, taking effect iu the 
neck, the left arm and In each side, thin 
turned and shot himself in the mouth. 
His wife was taken to the city hospital, 
and will probably live. 


Foulin loft the house to get a can of 


beer, and after some time returned. Tho 
appearance of the bedroom made him sus- 
picions, aud he at once accused bis wife of 
being untrue. 


Then, without giving her time to reply, 


he drew his revolver aqd fired four shots 
nt ber, the whole four taking effect. The 
first shot entered ber left side immedi- 
ately below the breast, another in her 
arm, another in her back and the last in 
the back of the head. 


As soon as ho thought that he hid 


killed her he placed the revolver In his 
mouth and fired, nearly blowing the top 
of his head 
off. 


The Poulins lived on the second floor ot 


the tenement, and the shooting took placo 
in the kitchen. 
Their little children, 


Pierro and Marie, were overwhelmed with 
Borrow and fear. Pierre is 11 and Marie 13. 


They say that their mother went to the 


door to greet the husband and father, aud 
he roughly brushed her aside. Almost 
immediately he 3red the shots. 


Extremely Jealous. 


The other dwellers in the flat say that 


Poullu had probably been told some story 
by someone on the street, or else had been 
taunted with his wife's unfaithfulness by 
enmeone whom lie had met. One man 
•aid last night that Poulin often told him 
to watch his wife, and said that he had re- 
ceived an anonymous letter which told 
hint some things that had made him sus- 
picious. 


The little children managed to tell last 


night that their father and mother only a 
few months ago came to this city from 
Montreal. 
He was employed an a janitor 


la some large building in the city. Both 
he and his wife were French Canadians. 


Dr. Williams, who was called iu to at- 


tend the woman, sold last night that there 
was no possibility of the woman's re- 
covery. She is now in the Boston city 
hospital. 
At S o'clock the physicians 


then reported her as being quiet aud com- 
fortable. 


Poulin was 43 years of age, and his wife 


was one year older. The nelgbora soy that 
he was of a jealous, passionate nature, 
and the scenes between the two when he 
would be drinking, as was the case last 
night, would be terrible. He often was 
heard to threaten to take her life, and al- 
ways carried a revolver. 


He often told the other Inmates of the 


house that sometime his wife would re- 
gret her unfaithfulness to him. . He was 
suspicions of any attentions {laid to his 
wife, and when Piene LeBlano called 
upon his wife he became almost Insane.

NEW YORK, Jan. 89.— Jose C. Hernan- 


dez, a Cuban, who was on board the steam- 
ship J. W. Hawkins, an alleged filibuster, 
which was wrecked off the eastern end of 
Long Island Sunday night, told the fol- 
lowing story to a reporter yesterday after- 
noon: 
* 


"We left New York in tho Hawkins 


last Saturday night," he began. 
"The 


steamship belonged to the Cuban revolu- 
tionary party, having been purchased re- 
cently by them for filibustering work 
against the Spaniards. 
On board her 


•were 120 men of the Cuban revolutionary 
party. In addition to this was a crew of 
16 men. 
T-he ship was commanded by 


Captain Hall. C.H. Crowell was mate. 


"We left New York at midnight last 


featurday. The steamship was then at the 
foot of One Hundred and Thirth-eighth 
street, East river. We stole out quietly 
In the dead of night, and in a few min- 
utes were steaming for tho Sound. Wo 
ran smothly enough that night and all the 
next day. We had no trouble until 3 
o'clock Monday morning. At that time 
the sea was beginning to get pretty rough, 
aud the engineer asked for help. He said 
that the engine room ^id sprung aleak, 
and that the pumps vfeee chokud. Two 
men from the revolutionary party were 
detailed to assist in balling the engine 
room out with buckets. 


"Later more meu were detailed for the 


same purpose, but the water kept gaining 
on them. We could not get the waier out 
of the engine room as fast as it cama in, 
aud the sea was getting rougher all tho 
time. At lust the water caino into the en- 
gine room so fast that Captain Hall told 
us to lighten the ship by throwing bngs of 
coal overboard. The coal was piled up on 
deck. We threw it over as fust as we 
could, but it did not seem to do any good. 


"Then we begun to throw over the cases 


of arms aud ammunition. We had a 
great quantity on board. There wero over 
$80,ODU worth of arms alone. We had two 
hotchkiss guns, 1300 benniugton and 
Win- 


chester rifles and 1,000,000 rounds of am- 
munition. In addition to this there were 
3000 pounds of dynamite and a lot of raw 
material for making heavy explosives. 
All these things we threw into the sea, 
which by this time was boiling around us 
and sending great waves over the decks. 


"We worked all night, and when day- 


light came we had thrown all of the cargo 
and coal overboard. Still tho water con- 
tinued to gain on us in the engine room, 
and at last it put out the fires, and we 
floated at the mercy of the sea and the 
winds. 
At intervals, all through tho 


hours of darkness, we burned rockets and 
fired signals of distress. 


"But It was not until about 8 o'clock in 


the morning that we saw any other ves- 
sel. At that time we sighted three schoon- 
ers, and they sailooVas close to us as they 
could with safety. Then it .was that we 
were ordered to take t* the boats. There 
were six small boats on the steamship, 
but only five of them were available. The 
sixth was so covered with wreckage which 
had been thrown over it by us in the ef- 
forts to get at the arms and coal that we 
could not launch her in timer. We gat 
into our boats as .fast as we could, but 
there was a terrlblrtea by this time, and 
the work was dangerous and slaw. 


•'Calixlto Garcia Iniga was In command 


ot the revolutionists, and hia son, Carlos 
Garcia, was second in command. General 
Rosa was also on board. These officers 
ordered us to take to the boats, and we | 
did BO. I was In, the first boat. There 
were about 80 men besides myself In that 
boat, and it was greatly overcrowded and 


Bard to Manage In the Rough Sea. 
"The other 60 odd men came in the other 


two boats. Six were drowned In trying to 
get Into the last two boats. I da not 
know the names of all who were drowned, 
but one was a French chemist, who was 
with the expedition to make heavy ex- 
plosives when we got to Cuba. There 
were two of these chemists, but only one 
of them was loat. Another of those who 
were drowned was a man named Al- 
veriche. He was a member of the revolu- 
tionary party, as were the other four who 
went down In the sea. 


"The boat I was in was picked up by 


the schooner Leander V. Beebe, Captain 
W. H. Howes, of Boston. She picked up 
the first three boats to leave the steam- 
Ship, and the other two were picked up 
by the schooners Helen H. Benedict of Bos- 
ton and Alicia B. Crossby ot Portland, 
Me. 


"We left the ship at 9 o'clock on Mon- 


day morning, and SO minutes later we 
saw her go down. She gave a great lurch 
to one side and then settled Into the sea. 


"The schooner Leauder V. Beebe sailed 


for this pore, but I was taken off her 
off Long Branch by the tug Tred B. Dal- 
zell, commanded by H. C. DeNyse, and 
brought direct to this city. I landed at 
pier 8, N. B., and reported at once to the 
headquarters of the revolutionary party 
in the Manhattan building. They told 
me that they hod received telegrams from 
Woods Hull, Mass., and from Boston, 
saying that the rest of the crew and the 
revolutionists were all safe, with the ex- 
ception of the six that were drowned 
when we left the steamship. 


"There were no Americans on board tha 


Hawkins. They were all Cubans, who 
had been enlisted in this city to fight for 
the cause of freedom for Cuba. We were 
not drilled in this city, but were enlisted 
for the cause. We only knew that we 
wore going to Cuba. No one, except the 
captain and the commander, knew what 
part of Cuba we were bound for." 


It was learned at the office of F. B. Dal- 


zell & Co. that their tug! which brought 
Hernandez to this city, was hailed by the 
schooner Leander V. Beebe, 40 miles 
southeast of Barnegat, N. J. The Haw- 
kins' survivors on board asked to be taken 
off and brought to New York. Seventy 
of them were transferred to the Dalzell 
and brought to this city, Hernandez land- 
ing, as before stated, at pier 8, North 
river, the remainder disembarking at 
pier 40, North river. 


At no time since the beginning of hos- 


ttlilMri lias there been such extltement at 
the headquarters of the Cuban revolution- 
ists in this city as there was when It was 
learned 
that the Hawkins had been 


wrecked, 


The news came as a thunderbolt among 


the leading spirits In the revolutionary 
camp here, for the evening papers, in their 
late editions, published a report; to the 
effect that the steamer Hawkins had bean 
fitted out at One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth street and the East river, this city, 
with arms and ammunition, and this, if 
proved, was likely to get <he leaders into 
trouble with the government. 


Commotion at Cuban Headquarter*. 


|» Minister Palma was besieged by callers 


all the afternoon. He refused to see're- 
porters, and his associates wure evidently 
afraid to do any talking. At first every- 
one about headquarters denied point- 
blank that any filibustering expedition 
had left hero on tho steadier Hawkins or 
any other stoaiBor,, It *as also denied 
that Hernandez or anvoca else_ hadcalled 


ttt hi'HMqtuM'icr? au>L rcporUjd that the ex- 
pedition wa-i wrecked. 


A man who rutusod to give his name, 


but was afterward pronounced a Spanish 
spy, said that Hernandez had received a 
large sum of money from Minister Palma 
to assist those ot the stranded filblsterer 
who might be In need. In the midst of 
the excitement there walked into the of- 
fice of the minister a young Cuban who 
looked us If he had not been asleep all 
night. He was at ouce surrounded by a 
dozen or more Cubans who embraced and 
kissed him. Then he was hurried into one 
ot the private offices and seen no mare. 
He wa# thought to be one of the wrecked 
filibusters. 
It was not until about 7 o'clock at night 


When about a score of newspaper meu suc- 
ceeded in getting an interview or state- 
ment from Minister Palma personally. 
He said that in his official capacity he 
knew absolutely nothing about the al- 
leged filibustering expedition. 
He de- 


clined to say anything about the wreck of 
the Hawkins, or whether he Jiad received 
a dispatch from Woods Holl, Mass., and 
from Boston, that thosu of the revolution- 
ists who had not been taken to New York 
had arrived safely there. 


He afterward admitted, however, that 


he had received n dispatch from Boston. 
He also admitted, after a great deal of 
pressure, that a young man had called 
upon him who was in need of financial 
assistance and that he had given money to 
him. What his name was, or what he 
wanted the money for, Minister Palma 
would not state. 


Minister Palma was askedif he hod heard 


it reported that six of the filibusters had 
been drowned while endeavoring to get into 
the small boats when the lattes were leav- 
ing tho Hawkins, but he had nothing to 
say. Such ;i statement had been credited 
to Hernandez. 


Thoro was no doubt but that a large 


number of Cubans had landed from the 
tug Dalzell at pier 40, North river, in tho 
afternoon. Mr. Dalzcll was seen at his 
office and 
confirmed this statement.

Time For a Change. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Major General 


Miles appeared before the committee on 
coast defenses yesterday, and made a 
statement ot the coast defenses. 
He 


stated that the guns now mounted at 
most ports are smooth bores of obsolete 
patterns and useless, and are mounted on 
rotten carriages. The only places where 
provision has been made for any consider- 
able defense are New York, San Fran- 
cisco and Boston, and defenses at these 
places are entirely InodequatD and unsuf- 
flcient.
